Two-Story  Apartment  Building  Willed 
To  Foundation  By  Former  Instructor 

In  special  ceremonies  in  Natchitoches  last  mouth  the  Northwestern 
State  College  Foundation  acquired  its  first  real  estate  holdings  through 
the    bequest    of    a    deceased    faculty    member.    Dr.    Corinne    Saucier. 

Dr.   Saucier,  a   member   of   the J" 
Northwestern  State  College  faculty 

r  24  years,  stipulated  in  her 
will  that  the  two-story,  four-unit 
apartment  building  at  530  College 
Avenue,  Natchitoches,  should  pass 
into  the  hands  of  the  Northwestern 
Foundation  upon  her  death.  A  na- 
tive of  Marksville,  Dr.  Saucier  re- 
ceived a  two-year  diploma  from 
Louisiana  State  Normal  in  1915. 
and  returned  to  the  Natchitoches 
institution  in  1931  where  she 
taught  until  her  retirement  in  Au- 
gust. 1955.  She  died  January  31. 
i960. 

Present  at  the  transferring  of 
the  deed  at  the  Presidents  Cottage 
were  Mrs.  Carrie  Porterie.  sister 
of  the  late  Dr.  Saucier:  John  Ma- 
kar.  Natchitoches  attorney:  Joe  \\  . 
Webb,  secretary-treasurer  of  the 
NSC  Foundation;  Sylvan  W.  Nel- 
ken,  NSC  dean  of  administration, 
and  President  and  Mrs.  John  S. 
Kyser. 

Webb  accepted  the  proper  tv  on 
behalf  of  the  Foundation  from 
Mrs.  Porterie,  representing  the 
family,  with  Lawyer  Makar  offi- 
ciating. 


Following  the  transmittal  of  the 
deed,  the  group  was  served  coffee 
and  later  visited  the  property 
which  is  directly  across  from  the 
Presidents    home. 

Dr.  Saucier  was  born  in  Marks- 
ville on  February  9.  1890.  Having 
received  a  two-year  diploma  from 
Louisiana  Normal,  she  attended 
Louisiana  State  University  during 
the  summers  of  1918.  1919,  and 
1920,  and  received  the  bachelor's 
degree  from  George  Peabodv  Col- 
lege for  Teachers.  Nashville,  Tenn., 
in  1922.  She  received  the  Master 
of  Arts  degree  from  Peabody  in 
1 92 1  and  later  attended  the  Sor- 
bonne  I  niversity  of  Paris.  France, 
where  she  received  a  diploma  in 
1928).  She  attended  Columbia  Uni- 
versity during  1930-31  and  was 
awarded  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
degree  by  Laval  University,  Que- 
bec in   L949.

for  assistance  of  such  worthy, 
talented,  industrious  and  needy 
young  men  and  women  residing 
in  the  Parish  of  Avoyelles,  Louisi- 
ana,  as    shall   be   selected   by   the 


From  1922  to  1927  she  taught 
French  at  Bolton  High  School  in 
Alexandria,  and  was  instructor  of 
French  at  the  College  of  St.  Scho- 
lastica.  Duluth,  Minn.,  for  two 
years  before  joining  the  NSC  fac- 
ulty in  1931.
